Built-in  cabinets,  sewing  machines,  tables,  books  and  other  necessary  equipment  have 
been  added. 

The  morning  section  of  the  class 
served  luncheon  for  the  women  members  of  the  faculty  and  Miss  Mary  Gillock  acted  as  hostess. 
The  afternoon  section  had  as  their  luncheon  guests  Miss  Hamilton,  Miss  Brame,  Mrs.  Tardy,  Mr. 
Woodson,  Mr.  Thompson,  Mr.  Waddell  and  Mr.  Harlow’.  Miss  Maybell  Smith  was  hostess.

Lexington  opened  the  season  with  Waynesboro,  defeating  them  12  to  o.  Low  Moor 
was  taken  in  stride  to  the  score  of  6 to  o.  The  next  game  was  played  with  Harrisonburg 
under  the  arcs,  and  being  unused  to  night  football,  the  team  was  unable  to  make  such  a 
good  showing,  coming  out  on  the  short  end  of  a 6 to  o score.  Covington  swept  over  the 
Scarlet  Hurricane  to  the  tune  of  20  to  o,  but  the  next  week  saw  Lexington  defeating  a 
fighting  Staunton  team  by  the  identical  score  that  marked  the  outcome  of  last  year’s  game, 
6 to  o.  On  the  Monday  following  this  game,  reports  were  issued  and  Coach  Woodson 
discovered  that  eight  of  the  members  of  his  squad  did  not  report  for  practice,  namely: 
Holland,  Swink,  G.  O’Connor,  Sipolski,  Fitch,  Sheridan,  Womeldorf,  and  F.  O’Connor. 
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This,  however,  did  not  stop  Woodson,  for  he  put  a fast,  light  team  on  the  field  to  face 
Hot  Springs,  but,  due  to  inexperience,  L.  H.  S.  was  defeated  12  to  o.  A touchdown  on  the 
first  play  and  the  only  extra  point  made  all  season  defeated  Bedford,  7 to  6.  Clifton 
Forge  ran  wild  over  the  Lexington  eleven  and  piled  up  a score  of  39  to  o.
